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Newspapers in Wartime 

The part which a free press plays in war- 
time was splendidly analyzed in a recent speech 
by David E. Lilienthal, chairman of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, delivered before the 
North Carolina Press Association. 

“A newspaper,” said Mr. Lilienthal, “makes 
no munitions, fires no guns, flies no fighting 
planes. And yet so mighty a weapon is the 
press that if we were a country without news- 
papers we could not win this war. For ideas 
are more explosive than TNT. And no offensive 
tactic is strong unless behind it there is a 
flaming public will, set afire by understanding 
and public knowledge.” 

The fact that one of the first acts of dic- 
tators is to deny all freedom of the press, to 
use newspapers merely as a propaganda ma- 
chine of war, is sufficient proof of the im- 
portance of a free press to those nations which 
base their fight upon truth. 

In all the world, ambitious demagogues who 
would don the robe of dictatorship, begin by 
seeking to impugn the newspapers. “Them 
lyin’ newspapers” is the universal cry of all 
who would seize for themselves unholy power. 


In a democracy at war, Mr. Lilienthal point- 
ed out, the press has four vital functions: To 


report, to criticize, to clarify and to unify. 


The duty of the press to report is, of course, 

ited by the restriction against publication of 
military information. which would aid the 
enemy. Yet it is reasonably easy to define such 
military facts and, aside from this one limita- 
tion, newspapers should report as freely as in 
times of peace. 

That the second function of the press, to 
criticize, is even more important in the tension 
of war than in times of peace, is self-evident. 
For more depends upon the constant submis- 
sion of public figures to the light of public 
knowledge of their acts. 

“There is no sacred class in America,” assert- 
ed Mr. Lilienthal, “that should be exempt from 
public criticism. There is no one, public officer 
or private citizen, no matter how powerful or 
apparently well entrenched, who can ignore and 
defy public opinion where he has been caught 
off base.” 

Referring to his own experiences with the 
press, as head of the TVA, Mr. Lilienthal said 
that while some of the newspaper criticism of 
the conduct of the TVA was far from factual, 
much of it “was good for me and good for the 
TVA” and none of it did any permanent harm, 

All of it. he added, served to remind of the 
truth that every public officer should daily 
repeat: “For today I wield some of the powers 
of the state—but I must never for a moment 
think that I am that power. As a public offi- 
cial. I-am in the service of the public and to 
that public I am in everything responsible and 
accountable.” 

And it is through the clear window of a free 
and untrammeled press that the public keeps 
watch upon its servants, the public officers it 
has elected and whom it can likewise remove.

‘“‘Hands Off” in India 


United States Army forces in India face a 
delicate duty in remaining entirely aloof from 
the trouble which has developed between the 
native population and the British authorities. 

Orders have gone out that all Americans in 
India must avoid scrupulously any participa- 
tion in the internal troubles there. Only in 
event their own personal safety or that of other 
Americans is endangered may they resort to 
purely defensive measures, the orders read, 

Such orders are self-evidently wise and 
correct. The trouble in India is none of our 
making, it is not our affair and we cannot be 
involved in any way. Our troops are there solely 
as part of the grand strategy of world-wide 
war. Their objective is primarily to aid China 
and their sole enemies are the forces of the 
Axis powers. 

Latest reports indicate that the riots which 
have brought bloodshed in some Indian cities 
show signs of abating. Meanwhile Gandhi, the 
witting or unwitting Indian agent for the Axis 
powers, remains in confinement. It is to be 
hoped the trouble is largely over and that 
the Indian population, realizing the menace of 
Axis domination which threatens, will join 
wholeheartedly with the United Nations’ forces 
in fighting the joint foe. 

Britain, undoubtedly, will be delighted to 
grant to India every iota of independence pos- 
Sible after the war is won. By so doing Britain 
will lift from her own shoulders one of the most 
onerous examples of “the white man’s burden”’ 
in the modern world. 

However, it is to be hoped that India as a 
whole will, in the meantime, demonstrate bet- 
ter preparedness for self-rule than that shown 
by the Gandhi movement which seeks to impose 
the will of a small minority group upon a 
nation of 350 million souls. Such would-be 
minority rule is far from accord with the prin- 
ciples of free democracy.

WASHINGTON PARADE

WILL BE MIRACLE WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—After a 


whirlwind round of official confer- 

ences and much controversy, Henry J. Kaiser, California “miracle 

man” of west coast shipbuilding, has returned home to build 500 
of the giant Mars type of cargo planes. 

If the Kaiser organization delivers with 
anything approaching its record-breaking 
achievement in shipbuilding, the plans for 
500 huge cargo planes will be stepped up to 
5,000—maybe even more, 

But official Washington, outside of Mr. 
Donald Nelson, head of the War Production 
Board,’ who issued a letter of intention to issue 
a “letter of intent” is frankly skeptical. As for 
leaders in the aircraft industry, they say that 
the performance promised by Mr. Kaiser sim- 
ply can't be done. It will be interesting to 
watch. 

No one except Mr. Kaiser could have come 
to Washington with a plan of this kind. He 
knew nothing about building planes; nothing 
about the aircraft industry. But he had such 
a remarkable record in shipbuilding, about 
which he knew nothing until he _ entered 

that field a year or so ago, that officials of the WPB could not well 
turn him down.

In the face of that remarkable record, no one was in position to 
challenge anything Mr. Kaiser, one of the construction engineers 
on the great Boulder Dam project, said he could do. 

In giving the commitment for the planes, Production Chief Nelson 
made it a tondition that there be no interference with the combat 
plane program, The company is to provide its own critical 


‘materials. 


Mr. Kaiser not only says he can do this, but he has indicated 
that within a period of 10 months he can attain a production of 
5,000 huge planes a year. The planes would be built in ship- 
yards, not aircraft plants. Aeronautical engineers say that would 
be something more than a supermiracle. 


FORD’S RECORD Air experts point out that Henry Ford, 


perhaps the nation’s leading industrial 
production genius, got a contract in May, 1941, for his great Willow 
Run aircraft plant, but that today, some 16 months later, he has 
succeeded in turning out only two or three planes—and these ex- 
perimental models. 


Glenn L. Martin, whose company designed and built the first 
Mars flying boat, says that to convert the ship to the cargo- 
carrying type to be constructed by Mr. Kaiser would require the 
work of 600 engineers for four months alone. After that another 
16 months would be needed to put the Mars into production—or 
20 months in all. 


Another aircraft manufacturer has said that even more critical 
than the shortage of materials is the shortage of trained technical 
men, engineers and highly skilled workmen. The only. place Mr. 
Kaiser could get a trained organization would be from the aircraft 
industry. To do this would interfere with the production schedules 
already set for combat planes. 


But the California ‘‘miracle man” ignores these handicaps and 
promises to train his own force. All he needs, he says, is a few 
competent aeronautical engineers and the blueprints of the flying 
boat he is to build. He will take care of everything else in his own 


spectacular way. 
ENTITLED TO TRIAL Production Chief Nelson could do 
little else than give Mr Kaiser the 
opportunity he sought. Certainly what he has accomplished in the 
shipbuilding field entitles him to a trial. America has been made 
by men like Mr. Kaiser who succeeded in doing what other men 
described as the impossible. If he succeeds he will indeed deserve 
the title of industrial miracle man of the war. He might even be 
brought to Washington and placed in charge of the entire war 
production machinery. 


In defense of the aircraft industry, however, it should be said 
that no complaints have come from any quarter on its performance 
record to date, It has achieved what many persons thought’ was 
the impossible. There seems little question of its abilitv to de- 
liver the 185,000 planes Mr. Roosevelt set as our two-year goal 
after we were drawn into the war. 


But for the shortage in critical materials the industry would be 
some companies estimate 
by at least 30 per cent 


that their production is being retarded 


because of this shortage. 


Just as the Kaiser organization reduced the time required for 
building a ship by two-thirds, other industrial units, under the 
stimulus of the war effort, have made such a remarkable progress 
in production of war goods that there simply aren’t enough raw 
materials to keep up with the new pace. Eight months ago, for 
example, it was thought that 90,000,000 tons of steel a year, the 
normal top output of the American steel industry, would be suffi- 
cient to meet all war needs after curtailment of peace industries. 
Short cuts to production have been so numerous that there isn't 
enough steel to meet all purposes.

me a most unworthy person. 

But there are real evangelists and it seems to me. in reviewing 
the many I’ve heard, that the only one worthy the name is the 
Rev. Bascom Anthony. 

He was born to be a preacher. He is a born evangelist. He 
sounds best in the out-of-doors. His voice, at 76 years of age, 
does not need the assistance of a microphone or amplifier. He 
can shake the dew off the grass at 500 yards. 

I always am a bit suspicious of those gentlemen who advertise 
themselves as purveyors of the “old-fashioned” gospel. The Rey. 
Bascom Anthony will tell you there is no other kind. 

He hews to the line. He is never in doubt about things and 
yet he is not an intolerant person or a bigot in any sense of the 
word. Like Uncle Henry, he has been around a long time and he 
sort of knows about things. 

He started out as a printer's devil at the age of 12. He went 
to no school after that. He got a college education working in a 
print and newspaper shop. He starte@ preaching at 21. 

He preaches. He does not deliver polite and sweet little essays. 


He thunders like an Old Testament prophet and there is some of 
Jehovah's thunder in his words. 


SOME OF HIS SAYINGS He can use some of the most star- 
tling and dramatic epigrams I have 
ever heard. 

For instance, whoever but Bascom Anthony would say: 

“A buzzard and a humming bird fly over the same ground, but 
both find different things by which to light.” 

His father must have been quite a philosopher. His father, a 
preacher, was visited almost daily by, as Dr. Anthony is wont to 
say, “bores, pests, half-wits and nit-wits.” Some of them would 
stay for days. “But,” says Dr. Anthony, “Pa would say, ‘Yes; 
children, but everyone else feels by these poor creatures just as 
you do. Nobody else will bother with them. They never had a 
good time in their lives. Let’s all join in and give them a good 
time if they never have another.’ ” ; 

He has kept that philosophy. He will never tire of talking with 
those who gather about him, even newspapermen. 

His talk is filled with good ore for those who like stories. I 
recall best the one of the neighborhood pest who tried to call on 
a dying man and the dying man sent word he didn’t want to see 
him “until he had a nest of buzzard eggs he wanted hatched.” 

His speech and his similes are from experience and from life. 
They always ring true. He is a living testimony to his work and 
his life, and when you find a man who is like that you know it, 
He has hewn so closely to the line that there is nothing phony 
about him. You know that as soon as you talk with him. : 

Well, I don’t seem to have got anywhere wit this. I started 
out about Old Salem and hardly got into an introduction to the 
Rev, Bascom Anthony, one of the old prophets, when my space 
ran out, jIf you ever read where he is to preach, go hear him 
thunder. He won't read you an essay.

Benefit of a Whip

It is almost impossible to preserve the sharp edge of perfection 
that makes a champion. A touch of indigestion or even a word may 
destroy it. 

In one fight the champion is a flawless machine; in the next, 
for no apparent reason, he “can’t get going.” A barb of criticism 
has weakened his confidence. 

A famous football squad approached the end of the season 
unbeaten and untied. Their playing seemed inspired perfection. 
Then a national magazine gave them several pages of praise, ana 
next week they were humiliated by a team they should have beaten. 
They felt too sure of themselves and their inspiration was gone, 

Our chief danger here at home is psychological. We cannot be 
defeated until we are defeated in spirit. There is small danger of 
our feeling defeated, and we need not fear the spirit of disloyalty, 
but we must be eternally on guard against tired and bored and 
indifferent spirits. 

Enthusiasm, like other emotions, is an abnormal state that soon 
exhausts itself. The greater its intensity, the quicker it burns out 
A few ardent spirits, whose glands are functioning perfectly, may 
work month after month with unflagging zeal. These are the 
natural enthusiasts. 

But the ordinary man, whether he operates a precision machine 
or directs a war plant or trains flvers or sits at a desk to manage 
a government bureau, is always in danger of being defeated by 
repetition and monotony. He can't stay on edge. His spirit tires 
and he gets bored. His job no longer seems so important. The 
peril that never comes into sight loses reality. It isn't possible, in 
the midst of. security, to stay alarmed. 

It is in this matter that our enemies have their chief advantage. 
The Germans and Japs need not depend upon their own spirits, 
for they are driven. Only their masters need to preserve their 
instant and everlasting and untiring will to win. The little people 
must do as they are told or die. Unflagging effort is not a spiritual 
problem if the alternative is a firing squad. 

But this is the ultimate test of freedom: that every free man 
must be his own leader. He must drive himself. He must find in 
his own spiritual resources the inspiration and encouragement to 
keep going at top speed. He is one of the rulers of a great nation, 
and he must bear a ruler’s responsibilities. His own soul must 
keep his spirit high and his will unshaken and untiring. 

We stand or fall by the free spirit’s ability to inspire and 
discipline itself.
